The annual address of President Hum- 
phrey of the association was of great in- 
terest to the members, as it outlined much 
of what has been accomplished by the asso- 
ciation and what is hoped can be done. 
IIe said in part: 

“In the year which has elapsed since I 
last addressed you on subjects of vital im- 
portance, to our association we find our- 
selves stronger and far better organized 
for the work of education on which we 
are engaged than at any other time in our 
history. This has been a year of decided 
development and much progress, Our 
membership has grown steadily, and the 
attendance at our annual conventions 
shows each year an increasing apprecia- 
tion of the value of membership in this 
association. The members are now begin- 
ning for the first time to more thoroughly 
realize how helpful and how invaluable 
has been the information which they have 
acquired at each annual convention, and 
are now willing to openly express their 
thorough appreciation of the great good. 
There can be no doubt that the example 
which they set to their fellow-competitors 
who are not members of the association 
does much to raise the standard of honest 
workmanship and first-class construction. 
After many years of work the joint com- 
mittee on concrete and reinforced concrete 
has at last agreed upon a preliminary re- 
port on rules for the use of these mate- 
rials, and this report will be presented at 
the annual meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers next week, the 
annual meeting of the American Railway 
Way 


Association in March and the American 


Engineering and Maintenance of 
Society for Testing Materials in June ot 
this year.” 

Mr. Humphrey spoke of the tremendous 
losses that annually occur from fire in this 
country, and made an earnest plea for the 
enactment of laws to prevent the erection 
of other than fireproof public meeting- 
places. He referred to the Collinwood 
school fire in Cleveland and Boyertown 
theater fire, when so many women and 
children lost their lives, and said that in- 
stead of profiting by these awful experi- 
ences, as would naturally be supposed, the 
country, after the horror of such a disaster 
has ceased to attract attention, lapses into 
an indifference from which it can only be 
moved by another similar disaster. In 
pointing out the necessity of a revision of 
the building laws of the country, he said 


that progress has been extremely slow, for 





the reason that certain inertia must be 
overcome in removing the prejudice against 
changing existing laws, and that the influ- 
ence of various interests opposed to the re- 
vision for commercial reasons has been 
another factor in preventing the adoption 
of better laws. Adequate laws are the 
first essential in bringing about condi- 
tions to prevent the big annual fire losses. 
Laws must be enacted that will rot only 
regulate new construction, but that will 
invest in the building authorities the right 
to condemn structures whose very exist- 
ence are a menace to public safety. 
Another leading feature in the papers 
read was that dealing largely with the cost 
of concrete construction. Along this line 
was a paper on “Comparative Cost of Re- 
inforced Concrete Buildings,” by Emile G. 
Perrot, architect, Philadelphia, Pa. - Mr. 
Perrot told of the development of concrete 
for building purposes from its first use for 
foundations up to its present use through 
reinforcing metal for the entire structure. 
Ile pointed out the necessity for owners 
in these days to consider the economical 
aspect of construction, and aside from the 
desire to conserve their property, that is, 
to build so as net to burn, a great saving 
in insurance premiums can be made by a 
selection of the proper type of construc- 
tion. Twenty-five years ago fireproof 
buildings for factory purposes were un- 
common, but as this country’s manufac- 
turing interests advanced better buildings 
became the demand, and architects and 
engineers were employed to design them. 
This, together with the insistence of the 
insurance companies for a higher standard 
of building, has led up to the time when 
reinforced concrete structures are to be 
the rule rather than the exception. 
“As to

Referring to costs, he said: 


slow-burning mill construction, everything 
else being equal, it varies from 10 to 30 
per cent., according to the heaviness of the 
construction and the size of the building, 
also the number of times the forms can be 
reused. In addition to the saving on in- 
surance by having a fireproof reinforced 
concrete building, there must be taken into 
consideration the effect of wear and tear 
on the building, if of the ordinary type, 
this being especially true where vibrating 
machinery is used. In comparing the cost 
of reinforced concrete with steel construc- 
tion fireproofed, we find that concrete con- 
struction is cheaper than the steel con- 
struction fireproofed. Actual bids on the 
two types of construction for the same 
buildings reveal some interesting facts.” 
Mr. Perrot then referred to the Ketter- 
linus building in Philadelphia, whi: is 
eight stories in height, and said the rein- 
forced concrete was about 20 per cent. 
cheaper, and to the Boyertown building in 
the same city, this structure being 10 sto-

ries in height, and the owners saved $ 
000 by the use of reinforced concrete 
rather than steel. In conclusion, he said: 
‘To sum up, the cost of reinforced con- 
crete buildings can best be considered by 
classifying them under several headings : 

“Ist. Warehouses and manufactories ; 
cost, 8 to 11 cents per cubic foot. 

“2d. Stores and loft buildings; cost, 11 
to 17 cents per cubic foot. 

“3d. Miscellaneous, such as schools and 
hospitals; cost, 15 to 20 cents per cubic 
foot. 

“These costs include the building com- 
plete, omitting power, heat, light, elevators 
and decorations or furnishings. The above 
prices are taken from the cost of buildings 
actually erected.”

We expect this to be the most modern and 
largest cypress plant in the State, and it 
will produce an average of about 150,000 
feet per day. It will have a capacity some- 
what larger than this, depending largely 
upon the size and quality of the timber. 

“We figure that by combining our two 
mills into one we can save in the neigh- 
borhood of $1 per M. in our cost, and that 
we will be able to pay the entire expense 
of making the changes contemplated in 
three or four years. 

“We will demolish both of our present 
plants, building the new plant on the site 
of the old mill, which is the site of the 
installation of the first band mill, the first 
steam ‘nigger’ and the first ‘shotgun’ feed 
south of the Ohio River. We are unde- 
cided as to whether or not we will install 
a steel or a wooden structure, but I am 
inclined to believe that a wooden struc- 
ture will give us almost as good service 
and properly put up and equipped will be 
as nearly fireproof as a steel one. We 
anticipate having about 20 years more out 
at this point, with a possibility of a slight 
increase. It is possible that we may in- 
stall electric machinery for the handling 
of the lumber from the mill to the pile, but 
as yet we have not gone deeply into this 


subject.”
